comprising an enzyme treated fish protein hydrolyzate (FPH) material for lowering the 
concentration of plasma cholesterol homcvsteine and hepatic triacvlglverols. 
wher e in said diseas e is fatty liver, hyp e rcholcstrol e mia, or hyp e rhomocyst e in e mia.

21 . (Previously presented) The method of claim 17, wherein the said animal is human. 

22. (Previously presented) The method of claim 17, wherein said animal is an agricultural 
animal selected from the group consisting of gallinaceous birds, bovine, ovine, 
caprine, and porcine. 

23. (Previously presented) The method of claim 17, wherein said animal is a domestic 
animal. 

24. (Previously presented) The method of claim 17, wherein said animal is a fish or 
shellfish. 

25. (Previously presented) The method of claim 17, wherein the nutritional composition 
is a food grade product or additive.
